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EDITORIAL 


WE NEED INCENTIVE 


Despite intensive efforts on the part of everyone concerned, some of whom 
resorted to last minute phone calls, the joint meeting on Compulsory Health 
Insurance of the Illinois State Dental Society and the Chicago Dental Society 
in December stirred up comparatively little interest. The timeworn excuse 
of “too near Christmas” hardly explains the apathy of the members of the two 
Societies who didn’t turn out. Rather it looks as if it is another case of “let 
the other fellow do it, I’m too busy.” That attitude might be all well and good 
if the forces which are trying to saddle the profession with the compulsory 
health insurance program felt the same way about it. But these forces are 
extremely articulate; they possess the spirit of the crusader, and they are 
getting considerable encouragement from the Truman administration to push 
full steam ahead. 


In the audience on that December evening were a considerable number of 
dentists who, if not actually in favor of compulsory health insurance, were 
at least on the fence and ready to be persuaded. And the speaker who sup- 
ported the administration’s national health program, admittedly, was per- 
suasive. He professed, however, to believe that the only way that adequate 
medical and dental care can be delivered to all the people of the country is 
by federal decree. But he gave no magic formula as to how the manpower 
shortage is to be erased. And that, after all, is the crux of the matter. He also 
professed to believe that the adoption of the administration’s national health 
plan did not mean the coming of socialized medicine. This, admittedly, was 
his own opinion, the opinion of a man who started out in government service, 
serving with O.P.A., and later becoming associated with Senator Wagner 
of New York in framing the first Wagner, Murray, Dingell Bill back in 1939. 
With such a background it is not difficult to understand his attitude. 


But to many well-informed people the adoption of a compulsory health 
insurance program means the beginning of the end of our free enterprise 
system. And that’s why they are fighting it. Many men in the professions take 
the attitude that the country’s drift toward socialism is something over which 
they have no control. So, they stay home from dental meetings and take no 
part in public forums, feeling perhaps that if socialism does overtake us it 
won’t come in their time, anyway. 


Socialism is not inevitable if only the people of the country can be persuaded 
to take the course that is to their best interest. It is as simple as all that. And 
the course that is to their best interest is the course of free enterprise because 
it is the only course that arouses incentive by promising a just reward to indi- 
vidual effort. Man is basically selfish and it isn’t possible to withdraw the 
incentive of material gain from the basic business structure of a country and 
have that country continue to develop. 
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NEWS AND ANNOUNCEMENTS 


JOINT MEETING 
AROUSES LITTLE INTEREST. 


A disappointingly small crowd of some 
500 persons attended the joint meeting 
of the Illinois State Dental Society and 
the Chicago Dental Society on the eve- 
ning of December 20 at the Stevens 
Hotel. Proclaimed in advance as the bat- 
tle of the century, it turned out to be 
a very gentlemanly debate. The two par- 
ticipants, Hubert Wills and Francis J. 
Garvey, expounded their views on com- 
pulsory health insurance with Mr. Wills 
speaking in favor of it and Mr. Garvey 
speaking against it. The consensus seemed 
to be that it was a “no decision” contest. 


SENATOR DOUGLAS 
OFFERS HEALTH PLAN 


Senator Paul H. Douglas of Illinois 
has announced that he will introduce a 
bill proposing that the federal govern- 
ment provide protection against catastro- 
phic illness. His plan, which is very simi- 
lar to the one suggested by Senator: Lester 
C. Hunt of Wyoming at the recent Amer- 
ican Dental Association annual session, 
sets a limit of $150.00 or $200.00 in med- 
ical expenses below which no benefits 
would be paid. Senator Douglas did not 
specify whether dental care would be in- 
cluded under his plan. 


ULTRASONICS 
FIND NEW USES 


Ultrasonics, sound waves that man 
can’t hear, have gone to work on the 
medical front. A gallstone detector, util- 
izing ultrasonic waves, has been devel- 
oped by Penn State and is now being 
used in one hospital at Princeton Univer- 
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sity; surgery without scalpels has become 
a fact. A diseased appendix was healed 
there by the application of an ultrasonic 
“gun.” Meanwhile, the Damon Runyon 
Cancer Memorial Fund has been spon- 
soring researches on the use of ultrasonics 
in attacking cancer, which now are said 
to be promising.

NEW PLAN TO CONSERVE 
PROFESSIONAL PERSONNEL 


A newly adopted Army plan will re- 
sult in greater economy in the use of 
scarce professional personnel in military 
hospitals in theaters of operations, ac- 
cording to Major Gen. R. W. Bliss, the 
Surgeon General. 

Under this plan, fewer physicians or 
dentists will be ordered to active duty 
with Army medical units until those units 
are ready to move into a theater of oper- 
ations. General Bliss said, “This should 
allow each doctor to remain in active 
practice in his community until the Army 
has an actual need for his services with 
troops in combat.” 

The new plan is the result of an in- 
tensive study of experiences of the Army 
Medical Department during World War 
II. At that time doctors were required to 
join units while medical techniciaris and 
administrative personnel were being 
trained in the setting up, operating and 
dismantling of mobile field medical 
equipment. This resulted in a loss of 
skilled professional manpower, not only 
to the Army but to the doctor’s civilian 
community as well. 

Hospital personnel will now be divided 
into two groups—administrative and pro- 
fessional personnel. The professional 
group will be known as the “professional 
complement” and will be made up of 
physicians, dentists, nurses and other spe- 
cialists. They will not be required to join 
the unit until such time as the unit is 
engaged in the actual care of patients. 
Further, when the requirement for this 
group has ceased, they may be moved to 
another theater of operations or to an- 
other area within a theater where their 
professional services will be put to use 
with a minimum of delay. The adminis- 


trative group would remain to oversee 
the moving of equipment and records of 
the unit. In this way maximum use may 
be made of the professional complement’s 
services. 

Of the forty-seven professional persons 
required for a type of field hospital, un- 
der the new plan, only four officers 
would be required at all times for duty 
with the unit. The remaining forty-three 
officers would not be needed during the 
organization and training period of the 
unit. Although more applicable to war- 
time than to peacetime conditions, all 
field type Army hospitals will eventually 
be organized according to this plan.
